Reducing 
hunting pressure is one of the things that could help stop the decline of bears at McNeil 
River and maintain the "McNeil Experi 
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ence" . However, no action has been takeni 



because the ADF&amp ; G always fights any attempt to limit hunting, and they continue to 
lgnore requests for them to support wildlife viewer's needs and values. Only when the 
State, hopefully you, atand up and call for emphasis being placed on wildlife viewing in 
areas such as Katmai and McNeil River, will anyone be able to say wildlife is managed for 
everyone's needs and values. rnrnThe National Park Service does not take action because 
they fear cries of the Federal Government interf ering with State rights. Politics in 
Washington D. C. will prevent them from asking the State to stop this hunt . rnrnThere ls a 
law suit currently in progress that attempts to force the State to recognize that wildlife 
management under the current Board of Game process violates Alaska 's Constitution That 
law suit will not be resolved for a long time. I hope that as you see how this video is 
impacting Alaska, that you, the Governor, stop this hunt. If you do act to stop this 
hunt, you may finally be seen 

as acting in the best interest of all Alaskans, not just the few who want an easy way to

SSGT Nyquist's standards were adopted by many other sguads. There were many nights in the 
sguad had little sleep because we had a Standard to keep and would never let it slip 
because we knew the "Ranger Bully" was always watching. His standards for his squad was 
high but not higher then his own. Many nights he would go without sleep (while we slept) 
to ensure that new lights were installed on vehicles or radios were properly working. I 
cannot even imagine all the thing he did that we never knew about and probably never will 
know about to ensure success of our mission. rn Staf f Sergeant Nyguist is what I 

imagine every NCO should aspire to be. He would make training and work fun but always took 
it serious. The soldiers underneath hira did not all come to the mission with a Infantry 
background but I am sure if put agalnst any other infantry National Guard squad they would 
amaze any National Guard g 

eneral. SSGT Nyquist is never one to says he deserves extra acknowledgment or any praise 
but his sguad members know he deserves more then any award that can be given to him by a 
command.rn At Camp Shelby, MS. the remainder of SSGT Nyquist's sguad is giving him a 
slmple award thanking him for his leadership. It is a piece of ACU clothe with an Alaska 
National Guard patch, Airborne tab, Ranger tab, and a fictional BULLY tab. There are 
rumors that you will be at Camp Shelby for our demobilization ceremony. i was wondering 
if you do make your way down there if you could be there when we give it to him. i think 
that it would make it mean that much more to him.
